Applicant further argues that support pad is not underneath the die. This feature can be seen in Fig. 3, where a portion of the support pad 
(2) is underneath the die (10), and the entirety of the support pad is disposed elevantionally beneath the die. Rejections based solely on 
Hashemi will be withdrawn if a separate, timely filed amendment is filed canceling claims rejected over Fujisawa. 
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
